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Sir: 
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This is in response to the Restriction Requirement 
mailed May 25, 2006. In the Restriction Requirement, the 
Examiner restricted the claims to two species. The first species 
was indicated as claims 1-28 and the second species was indicated 
as claims 29-40. With this election, the Applicant elects, with 
traverse, the claims in species 1, that is claims 1-28. 

In the Restriction Requirement, the Examiner only 
restated the preamble of the claims for one of these alleged 
species , and a portion of the elements of the claims in the other 
alleged species. The Examiner did not provide any support for 
this assertion. In particular, the Examiner did not point to any 
figures or portions of the specification for the assertion that 
the claims were directed towards different species. The Examiner 
did not provide evidence or support that the two species have a 
separate classification in the Patent Office patent 
classification system. The Examiner did not provide evidence that 
each species has a separate status in the art. Nor did the 
Examiner provide any basis upon which one could determine that 
"an unduly extensive and burdensonme search is necessary 7 '. Thus, 
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the Applicant asserts that the Examiner has failed to provide a 
prima facie case that the two species are independent or distinct 
as laid out and required in MPEP §808.02. Therefore, the 
Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the Restriction 
Requirement .
